From dementary schooî 
through high schooî he studied with Dianne Pinner of the BJU string faculty. 
Scott won a full scholarship to the Kennedy Center/National Symphony 
Orchestra Summer Music Jnstitute and bas appeared as soloist with the Clemson 
University Symphony. As a viol in performance major, Scott now studies with 
Àchim Gerber of rhe BJU string faculty. Scott h as served as concer cm aster of the 
BJU Symphony and in 2005 won first place in the String Division of the BJU 
Commencement Contest. In the summer of 2006 he was awarded a ten-week 







fellowship to study wîth Masao Kawasaki at the Aspen Music Festival and 
School 

Natalie Parker is a junior darinet performance major studytng with Robert 
Chest, a member of the BJU woodwind faculty Natalie attended the honors 
program ar the South Caroiina Govemoris School for the Arts and Humaniries, 
won second place in the High School Division of the International Clarinet 
Association Compétition at the University of Maryland, and attended Brevard 
Music Center in Brevard, N.C She also won second place in the Woodwind 
Division at the national level of the Music Teachers National Association 
(MTNA) compétition. In 2006 she won first place in the Woodwind Division of 
the BJU Commencement Contest and won the Gardner-Webb University 
Concerto Compétition appearing as soloist with the Gardner-Webb Syniphony. 
In 2007 she earned the position of principal clarinet in the CoLlegiate Honors 
Band and won the State level ol the Collegiate MTNA. Natalie h as played princi¬ 
pal clarinet in the BJU Woodwind Choir, Symphonie Wind Band and Syniphony 
Orchestra. 

John Chest, a senior voice performance major, studies with Chris Gilliam of the 
BJU voice faculty, John won first place in the Men s Voice Division of the BJU 
Commencement Contest in 2005. He was a semi finalise in the Palm et to Opéra 
Compétition, won first place (2005, 2006) in the Régional Auditions for 
National Association of Teachers of Singing (N ATS), and was awarded the 2005 
Jane M + Dillard Award for Outstanding College Male Vocalise With the BJU 
Opéra Association, he bas sung the rôles of Wagner in Mefistofek, premiered the 
rôle of Brassy in Simeon , and understudied for the rôles of Roucher in Andrea 
Chenier ; Belcore in Ueltsir d'amore, and Rigoletto in Rigoktto. 

Jess Turner won the 2005 Musîc Teachers National Association/Warner 
Brothers Publications Composition Compétition with hïs Sonata for Thimpet and 
Piano. The Sonata was premiered in Seattle at the MTNA National Convention. 
Jess scored this work for trumpet and orchestra for this evening’s performance. 
Jess has twice been the winner of the South Caroiina Music Teachers Associ¬ 
ation (SCMTA) Young Arrist Brass Compétition, representing South Caroiina in 
the Southern Division Compétition. In 2003 he won the Brass Division of the 
BJU Commencement Contest and in 2004 was selected as a performer at the 
Northwestern University Trumpet Clinic in Evanston, IlL He studied trumpet 
for nine years with Bruce Cox of the BJU brass faculty and earned a bachelor of 
music degree in trumpet performance from BJU. Jess is currently working 
toward a master’s degree in trumpet performance with Dan Kirsop, also a BJU 
brass faculty member. Jess has studied with Tage Larsen ot the Chicago 
Symphony, and with Barbara Butler and Charles Geyer of Northwestern 
University. He has studied composition with Joan Pinkston at BJU and with 
Michael McBride of Northwestern University. Jess is currently studying with 
Dwight Gustafson, dean emeritus of the BJU School of Fine Arts, 


Melissa Dickerson is a sophomore voice performance major studying with 
Grant Lewis, a memberof the BJU voice faculry. Her First lessons in singing were 
given by her former church music director, David Sterzbach, and she continuée! 
her vocal studies with Jill Hallet Levis, voice instructor at The University of 
Ver mont. Melissa lias partteipared in the NATS New England Région Sommer 
Conférence at Regis College and in an opéra workshop at The University of 
Vermont. She bas performed with the Oriana Singers and the Bel la Voce 
Women’s Chorus of Vermont, the BJU Chorale and the BJU Chamber Singers, 
She was a Finalist in the Women’s Voice Division of the BJU Commencement 
Con test in 2006, and she won the 2006 Freshman Women's Division of the 
Régional NATS Compétition. With the BJU Opéra Association she preoiiered 
the rôle of Mary in Simeon and performed the rôle of Countess Ceprano in 
Rsgoletto.
